Tre«uarc» of History 


in Motcow Library 


Moscow's largest library is the for- 


mer Rmaiantzev, now renamed the 
Lenla public library of the Soviet 
Union, writes a* correspondent of the 
Christian Science Monitor. This Insti- 
tution, which was established In Petro- 
grad In 1828 and transferred to Mos- 
cow In 1862. contained more than a 
million volumes before the World war. 
Now this number has greatly In- 
creased. The library authorities them- 
eelves are not certain of the esact 
number of books under their charge, 
since no accurate count has been 
taken recently, but It is estimated that 
the number of books In the library is 
now well above 2,000,000, and may 
have reached the figure of 8,000,000. 


Ther* are several causes for this 


Increase in the number of books since 
the revolution. The contents of requi-

Home links us with all 
other cities. In its prime the lone 
arms of tbe empire stretched far to 
the east and west and brought the 
highest civilization of the time to the 
rude tribes beyond the Alps and the 
Mediterranean, and, through them to 
tbe rest of the known world. < 


"But the Rome of today is not this 


Rome. At first It Is very disappoint-
